We sav that any doctor who sells spirituous, vinous or malt liquor in 
Washington county, if local option prevails, will be liable to precisely the same 
famishment that any boot-legger or operator of a blind tiger will be liable to. 
He may give it away but he can not sell it directly or indirectly. Nor can he 
give a prescription on himself or any other doctor without making of himself a 
bfind-tiger or boot-legger and liable to the punishment provided for such 
people.

Now, Nelson county’s Revenue exceeds its expenditures $9,091.30, Shelby’s 
Revenue exceeds her expenditures by $22,890.74, is the fact that Shelbv’s Reve¬ 
nue is greater than Nelson’s Revenue attributable to the fact that she has 
more distilleries and barrooms than Nelson? She has not a single distillery 
within her borders and no bar-rooms at any other place than Shelbyville, yet 
the excess of her Revenue over her expenditure is more thyi double that of 
Nelson. To what is it due then? It is due to the same fact that Nelson’s Reve¬ 
nue is due. It is due to the fact that Shelby county has ten millions of proper¬ 
ty on which her fanners and merchants and manufacturers pay taxes and 
Nelson has only about seven.

The prise list for the Kentucky 
State Fair, which wi’l be held at I-oti- 
isvllle during the week of September 
17-22. has been announced by Secre¬ 
tary J. B. Bowles. In premiums and 
purses something over $25,000 will be 
distributed during the week and the 
Kentucky farmers and stock raisers 
who enter their products will have 
something substantial to show for 
their Victories as well as tlx? glory of 
winning ribbons at Kentucky* Fair. 

The Fair will be held under the 
management of the Board of Control 
appointed by the State Board of Agri¬ 
culture, Immigration and Forestry. 
The Board of Controf Is composed of 
five members of this commission, to¬ 
gether with four other men appointed 
by the commission. Great care was 
taken by this hoard In arranging the 
prize list in order to properly distrib¬ 
ute among the various classifications 
the $15,000 appropriated by the state 
for the purpose and the $10,000 which 
has been added. 

The largest amounts have of course 
been set aside for horses and cattle, 
and $5,500 in prize money will be 
given to the exhibitors of the harness 
Snd -saddle horses. The owners of 
beef and dairy cattle will carry away 
with them $5,000 at the close of the 
Fair. For sheep $1,500 has been hung 
op. and the same amount will go to 
the exhibitors of swine.
